MEMORANDUM  OF  ASSOCIATION 
BANJARA  DHARMIKA  PARISHATH,  BANGALORE. 

(a)  Name  and  Address  of  the  Parishath  :  BANJARA 
DHARMIKA  PARISHATH. 

(b)  Its  address  shall  be  No.  1057/A,  7th  Main  Road, 
Vijayanagar,  Bangalore  -  560  040. 

AIMS  AND  OBJECTS  OF  THE  PARISHATH: 

1 .  To  promote  spiritual  work,  establishing  spiritual  centres,  by 
arranging  guru  and  gurukula  ashramas,  Mattadhipathis  and 
propagators  and  performance  of  poojas  and  Uttsavas  and 
to  protect  Banjara  tradition  and  culture. 

2.  This  Parishath  shall  have  at  most  reverence  towards  the 
Banjara  Jagadgurus,  Mattadhipathis,  Sadhus,  Masands, 
Bhagaths  Bawas  and  to  their  Gurukulaashramas  which  are 
promoting  spiritual  on  all  mankind  and  Banjara  Community 
in  particular. 

3        This  Parishath  shall  have  universal  spirit  of  common 
brotherhood. 

4.  To  spread  and  strengthen  the  true  message  of  Sages  among 
Banjaras  so  as  to  serve  the  whole  mankind  and  to  inculcate 
humanity. 

5.  To  arrange  for  imparting  knowledge  of  Holy  Hymns,  sacred 
verses,  Holy  scripts  etc.,  pertaining  to  Banjara  Community. 

6.  To  promote  and  strengthen  the  true  spirit  if  Banjara  Dharma 
and  to  awake  Banjara  Community. 

7.  To  promote  education,  culture  and  literature  and  arts  by 
establishing  educational  institutions,  training  centres, 
research  centres  and  libraries,  viz.  Nursery,  Primary,  High 
School,  Pre-University  Courses,  Degree  Colleges,  Technical 
and  Medical  Colleges  and  training  colleges  like  T.C.H,  B.Ed, 
B.P.  Ed  &  Nurses  training  Institutes. 

8.  To  reinforcement  if  Ethical  moral  value  and  preserve  the 
rich  heroic  heritage  of  over  Banjara  Culture  and  develop 
the  scientific  temper,  humanism  and  the  spirit  of  equity  and 
also  to  promote  spirit  of  common  brother  hood  transcending 
all  religion  in  general  and  Banjara  Community  in  particular, 
linguistic  regional  or  sectional  diversities  and  make  the 
people  to  have  compassion  for  natural  environment  and 
living  creatures  and  abuse  violence, 
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9.  To  make  such  other  programmes  for  the  self  sufficiency, 
self  reliance  and  well-being  of  the  poor,  under  privileged 
and  deprived  women  and  children,  disabled,  physically 
handicapped  and  mentality  retarded  men  and  women. 

10.  To  establish  Hostels,  Boarding  Homes  for  the  comfort  of 
students  and  teachers. 

11.  To  print  and  publish  books  if  literary,  cultural,  religious  and 
scientific  value  and  to  establish  printing  press  for  this  object. 

1 2.  To  take  up  the  publication  of  Books,  Journals,  News  Papers 
and  other  publications  on  any  subject  and  sale  of  the  same 
on  no  profit  and  no  loss  basis  regarding  Banjara  Community. 

13.  Nursing  and  maintain  Gow-Shala  for  unserviceable  cattels 
and  live  stocks  and  to  preserve  and  protect  wild  life. 

14.  To  arrange  for  lectures,   seminars,  symposia  and 
conferences  for  promoting  spiritual  philosophical, 
educational,  cultural  activities. 

15.  To  acquire,  assist  or  manage  similar  instructions  which  are 
arranged  in  the  welfare  of  the  people  and  Banjaras  in 
particular. 

1 6.  To  establish  and  run  "Health  Centres"  to  serve  the  humanity 
as  whole. 

17.  To  sponsor  economic  and  social  welfare  schemes  and 
project  to  bring  about  total  welfare  of  Banjaras  in 
collaboration  with  various  official  and  non-official  agencies 
which  are  functioning  in  India  and  abroad. 

18.  To  undertake,  maintain,  manage  or  subscribe  to  any 
development  works  such  as  establishment  of  educational 
institutions,  constructing  hostel  buildings,  community  halls 
and  arrange  for  grant  of  clinics  and  similar  scholarships  to 
needy  Banjara  students  activities  conductive  for  promoting 
social  and  cultural  status  of  Banjaras. 

19.  To  arrange  to  run  orphanage,  Ashramas  and  poor  feeding 
centres. 

20.  To  undertake  nutrition  programmes  in  various  rural-colonies 
for  women  and  children. 

21 .  To  provide  and  arrange  economic  assistance  to  those  who 
specially  atthe  time  of  natural  calamities  like  draught,  floods, 
earthquakes  and  fire  accidents  and  road  accidents  etc., 

22.  To  undertake  all  types  of  rural  development  programmes. 
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23.  To  enlighten  the  rural  people  regarding  the  importance  if 
family  planning,  adult  education  to  give  and  develop  the 
useful  education  whether  general  or  provisional.  Moral. 
Commercial,  or  technical  to  root  out  illiteracy  among  the 
rural  people  and  in  addition  to  organise  lecture  classes, 
public  speeches  and.  to  conduct  family  planning  education 
agriculture,  sericulture,  horticulture,  special  environment, 
social  forestry,  history,  science  and  technology  for  the  benefit 
of  villagers  particularly,  the  depressed  and  back-ward 
classes.

27.  The  President/General  secretary  is  authorised  to  correspond 
with  the  registrar  of  societies,  Bangalore  Urban  District, 
Bangalore.

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BYE-LAWS  OR   RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE 
BANJARA  DHARMIKA  PARISHATH. 

1 .  It  shall  be  termed  as  "BANJARA  DHARMIK  PARISHATH11. 

2.  General  body  of  the  Banjara  Dharmika  Parishath  and  in- 
clude Banjara  Men  and  Women  above  1 8  years  of  age  duly 
registered  as  ordinary  members.  Life  members  and  patrons 
on  payment  of  prescribed  fees  and  signed  with  registration 
book  maintained  for  the  purpose. 

3.  Chief  Patrons  means  a  member  for  life  who  has  registered 
himself  /  herself  as  such  member  on  payment  of  Rs.  1 0,000 
and  above. 

3\A  Patrons  means  a  member  for  life  who  has  registered  him- 
self /  herself  as  such  member  on  payment  of  Rs.  10,000 
and  above  less  than  Rs.25,000/- 

4.  Life  Member  means  a  member  for  life  who  has  registered 
for  himself  or  herself  as  such  on  payment  of  fees  of  Rs.5001 . 

5.  Ordinary  Member  means  a  member  who  has  registered  him- 
self or  herself  as  such  on  payment  of  fees  of  Rs.  1 01 . 

6.  The  Membership  fee  payable  by  an  ordinary  member,  is  to 
be  paid  in  advance  annually  in  the  month  of  March  of  the 
each  year.  An  ordinary  member  who  fails  to  pay  his  sub- 
scription, before  the  end  of  the  31  st  March  of  each  year  will 
automatically  cease  to  be  a  member  for  that  year. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OR  GOVERNING  BODY 

(a)  It  shall  be  competent  for  the  Banjara  Dharmik  Parishath  to 
Constitute  an  Executive  Committee  Consisting  of  its  Presi- 
dent. One  Working  President  5  Vice  Presidents,  General 
Secretary,  7  Joint  Secretaries,  Treasurer  and  35  Executive 
Committee  members. 

(b)  In  the  event  of  any  office  of  membership  falling  vacant  due 
to  death,  resignation,  removal  or  dismissal  in  the  course  of 
three  years  term.  It  shall  be  competent  for  the  executive 
committee  to  fill  up  the  vacancy  by  electing  another  mem- 
ber and  getting  it  approved  in  the  ensuring  General  Body 
Meeting  if  this  Parishath. 

(c)  The  Office  bearer  of  this  Parishath  shall  be  Ex-officio  Office 
bearer  of  the  Executive  Committee.

(1)  Any  Banjara  of  and  above  the  age  of  18  years  willingly 
subscibing  to  aims  and  objects  of  Banjara  Dharmik  Parishath 
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shall  be  eligible  to  apply  for  being  admitted  as  member  of 
the  Parishath  in  a  prescribed  form  vide  Appendix-l. 
(2)      Receipt  of  the  application,  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
consider  his  request  and  pass  an  order  either  granting  or 
rejecting  admission, 

i)  Ordinary  Member  Rs.       101A 

ii)  Life  Member  Rs.    5,0007- 

iii)  Patron  Member  Rs.  10,0017- 

iv)  There  shall  be  no  limit  on  donation  either  in  kind  or  cash. 

X.  (1 )  Borrowing  Powers  :  The  executive  committee  shall  have 
powers  for  the  benefit  of  the  Banjara  Dharmik  Parishath  to 
raise  loans  to  the  any  extent  on  the  security  or  otherwise  of 
immovable  properties  of  the  special  body  meeting  convened, 
for  the  purpose  in  a  manner  prescribed  for  the  purpose  by  a 
majority  of  two  third  (2/3)  of  the  members  present  and  vot- 
ing. 

(2)  Contribution  received  from  rich  donors,  patron  members, 
like  members,  well-wishers,  philanthropists  and  ordinary 
members,  subscriptions.

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:  A  script  for  Trible  languages  for  the  promo- 
tion of  literacy  by  Ananthi  Jebasinghrr»&,  ax^o-  ^d^   &3> 


1.  Ananthi  Jebasingh,  she  says  the  tribal  people  have  been 
the  victims  of  civilization,  forming  a  forth  world  within  the 
third  world.  Mass  education  introduced  in  major  regional 
languages  to  centuries  ago  has  pushed  them  aside  and 
denied  them  the  opportunity  of  having  education  in  mother 
tongue  as  their  language  remained  unwritten. 

2  The  tribal  communities  who  are  still  to  be  provided  with 
education  in  their  mother-tongue.  Using  the  common 
Bharathi  Script  that  has  the  capacity  to  tide  over  any 
psychological  barrier  that  may  rise,  is  certain  to  bring  a 
change  in  writing  in  India.  Once  it  is  introduced  in  the  primary 
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educational  institution  in  tribal  area  its  advantages  will 
become  evident  which  will  induce  other  major  languages  to 
use  the  simple  technologically  advanced  coding  system  such 
a  development  will  put  the  tribal  communities  a  step  a  head 
in  the  use  of  their  languages  and  evolve  new  methodology 
for  the  integration  of  the  peoples  of  India. 

3.  The  script  that  has  proposed  not  only  fits  the  Indian  script 
scheme.  But  also  represents  matriculation  examination  of 
phonetic  details.  The  Bharathi  Script  has  the  additional 
weight  of  using  universal  symbols  which  are  easy  to  grasp 
simple  enough  to  manipulate  and  representationally 
adequate.  The  script  developed  by  Mrs.  Jebasingh  is 
basically  for  Kurukh  language  but  it  can  be  easily  adopted 
for  any  other  languages  (in  fact  her  whole  thesis  that  it  should 
be  so  adopted)  and  lend  itself  admirably  to  the  requirements 
of  type  writing  type  setting  and  printing.  It  is  a  simple 
uncomplicated  easily  manipulable  system  that  she  has 
worked  out. 

4.  It  would  like  to  acknowledge  gratefully  the  practical 
guidelines  given  by  S.Rangarajan  the  Additional  General 
Manager  of  the  computer  section  of  Bharat  Electronics  Ltd. 
Sincerely  acknowledge  Helmut  Menzel,  an  acoustic 
engineer  and  S.Nirmala  Mary,  Professor  of  Physics,  for  their 
efforts  to  explain  to  the  wave  propagation  of  sound.  Thanks 
Prof.  Mary  Silvaimuthu  for  her  guidance  in  understanding 
the  Tamil  linguistic  tradition.  Thanks  Elenzar  Samuel  who 
collected  books  published  in  Chota  Nagapur  on  tribal 
languages  and  helped  in  educating  a  socio  linguistic  survey, 
thanks  Ahimas,  Divakaran,  Simon,  Buiyan  and  others  who 
discussed  with  the  problems  of  script  in  their  respective 
languages  areas  and  provided  samples  of  the  scripts  being 
used.  I  would  like  to  express  and  gratitude  to  Dr.  Frances 
Ekka  of  Central  Institute  of  Indian  Languages  who  read 
carefully  through  my  first  draft  and  made  valuable 
suggestions. 

5.  Prakash  Chiraparampil  and  Mahavir  Singh  rendered 
extraordinary  help  in  sending  the  manuscript  through  to  his 
computer  print  out.  (I  sincerely  thank  Amar  Prakasham  for 
gracefully  taking  up  the  responsibility  of  publishing  such  a 
inspite  of  the  difficulties  involved  in  it.) 

6.  This  invention,  cannot  be  a  chance  accident  but  a  careful 
and  conscious  development  in  an  effort  to  fix  sound  or  sound 
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complex  to  store  and  transmit  the  already  acquired 
knowledge.  Hence  it  cannot  be  the  inability  or  otherwise  of 
the  people  who  shield  away  from  aggressive  areas  that  they 
are  not  exposed  to  storing  of  knowledge  in  the  form  of  writing. 

7.  To  stall  any  unhealthy  development  among  the  tribal  people 
and  uplift  the  socio  economic  conditions  of  the  rural  poor, 
the  government  has  formulated  many  new  programmes 
even  the  process  of  organisation  of  the  rural  poor  has  been 
promoted  officially  by  various  agencies  of  the  labour,  Human 
Resources  and  Development  Ministries  and  is  supported 
by  other  bodies.  In  some  regions  of  Bihar,  organisation  of 
the  harijans  and  other  tribals  has  been  sought  to  be  done 
through  mass  bodies. 

8.  A  massive  afforestation  has  been  launched  in  the  nine  tribal 
districts  of  Bihar  under  a  Rs.  54  crore  International  Social 
Forestry  Project.. 

The  problems  of  the  tribal  population  cannot  be  treated  in  a 
superficially  sympathitically  symptomic  way.  They  should 
be  viewed  in  the  present  context  of  the  socio-economic, 
cultural  and  educational  systems  prevailing  in  India.  Many 
tribal  populations  have  been  subjected  in  human  conditions 
by  the  colossal  forces  of  the  exploiting  competive,  profit 
oriented  sections  of  the  society.  Theirfundamental  problems 
are  not  their  made  of  living,  their  habits,  customs  or  culture, 
It  is  basically,  lack  of  basic  education  through  which  access 
modern  ways  of  living  and  thanking  are  obtained.  How  else 
can  they  attain  a  different  social  order  with  equality  of 
opportunities  and  elimination  of  exploitation?  The  acquisition 
of  education  will  enable  them  to  decide  on  own  what  they 
should  retain  eliminate  or  exploitation  cannot  be  eliminated 
from  outside.  It  has  to  come  from  the  self.  Ignorance  leads 
to  subjugation  and  subjugation  leads  to  exploitation. 
Ignorance  driven  away,  with  basic  and  higher  education. 
They  are  sure  to  come  up  in  society. 

9.  In  1835  the  government  policy  decided  by  changed  from 
communication  for  the  masses  to  giving  higher  education 
to  the  select  few.  Serampore  group  voiced  fear  that 
vernacular  education  would  be  neglected.  Marshamna  in 
friend  of  India  pleaded  for  "Education  for  the  people  in  the 
language  of  the  people"  Laired  1 972-232.  James  will  at  east 
India  house  in  London  warned;  put  you  on  your  grand  against 
a  disposition  -  to  underrate  the  importance  of  that  they  be 
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done  to  spread  useful  ledge  among  the  natives  through  the 
medium  of  their  own  languages.  John  stuarts  mill 
condemned  the  resolution  saying.  "The  mental  cultivation 
of  a  people  can  we  take  place  through  the  medium  of  a 
foreign  language".  But  their  voice  were  a  cry  in  wilderness. 
The  government  undoubtedly  considered  the  then  utilitarian 
values.  That  for  Indian  to  be  appointed  as  teacher  translators 
or  clerical  staff  a  knowledge  of  English  would  be  essential 
and  so  it  refused  to  act  on  William  Adam's  plan  to  improve 
the  indigenous  schools. 

1 0.  The  tribal  society  contained  to  be  pre-literature  and  did  not 
develop  a  script  of  its  own.  The  wisdom  of  the  elders,  The 
theologies  and  philosophy  of  the  people,  their  interpretation 
of  the  joys  and  sufferings  of  life  were  all  handed  down  by 
word  of  month-through  story  telling  riddles,  songs  and 
dances.  This  was  done  through  indigenous  institutions  the 
Jonkh-Erpa  in  the  case  of  oraon  boys,  better  known  under 
the  Hindi  name  Dhum-Kuria  and  Pel-Erap  for  oraon  maidens. 

11 .  The  Indus  valley  civilization  had  used  a  phonetic  script  which 
is  considered  the  source  of  all  India  scripts. 

The  Indian  constitution,  through  articles  343-351  deals  with 
the  language  situation  in  India.  Articles  29,30  and  347  are 
devised  to  safeguard  the  interest  of  minority  language  groups 
Article  343  makes  Hindi  in  Devanagiri  Script  as  the  official 
language  of  India.  It  stands  on  purely  emphirical  grounds, 
being  spoken  by  33  percent  of  the  total  population. 

1 2.  From  time  to  time  people  exert  pressure  for  the  inclusion  of 
their  language  in  the  VIII  schedule  of  the  constitution.  In 
view  of  such  legitimate  demands,  our  government  has 
amended  some  of  the  constitutional  provisions.  Thus  the 
official  languages  Act  1967  came  into  existence.  The  twenty 
first  Amendment  1967  added  Sindhi  to  the  list  of  offocoal 
languages.  Konkani  was  recognised  as  one  of  the  official 
languages  of  Goa  under  the  official  language  Act  passed  in 
1987.

2)  Your  paper  statement  -Allotment  of  Rs.  50,0007-  crores 
for  eradicating  illiteracy  published  in  the  same  daily  dated 
27-8-1997. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  like  to  inform  the  Hone'ble 
Minister  that  the  Banjaras  are  called  by  44  different  names  such 
as  Banjaras,  Lamani-Lambadi,  Sugali  etc.,  They  are  all  only  one. 
They  are  living  in  all  Indian  States.  Amounting  nearly  5  to  6  crores 
in  this  Indian  population.  This  is  one  fifteen  (1/15)  Indian  population. 
These  5  to  6  crores  population  is  living  in  Thandas  faraway  from 
cities,  Towns  and  villages,  nearly  100  to  500  families  in  each 
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Thanda.  The  smallest  Thanda  is  constitute  not  less  than  50  families 
and  the  big  one  with  more  than  1 ,000  families.  They  speak  purely 
Banjara  Language.  Almost  all  are  illiterates.  Illiterates  in  upto 
90  to  95%  in  this  community.  Only  5-10%  are  educated.  This  is 
the  fate  of  illiteracy  among  Banjaras  even  after  50  years  of 
Independent  India.  For  example  in  Andhra  Pradesh  Anantapur 
district  having  500Thanda  list  enclosed. 

Banjaras  know  all  the  local  languages  in  their  respective 
states  and  speak  Banjara  language  throughout  India.  This  is  the 
only  community  in  our  India.  Who  speak  all  the  state  languages 
and  when  they  unite  speak  one  language.  They  speak  Northern 
languages,  it  is  sub-language  of  Rajasthani  and  Gujarathi,  which 
are  in  Devanagari  script,  and  very  close  to  Hindi. 

To  remove  illiteracy  from  this  community  Banjara  language 
must  be  recognised  &  should  be  included  in  eight  schedule  of  Indian 
constitution.  There  should  be  special  programme  for  the 
Development  of  this  language  and  removing  illiteracy  among  the 
Banjaras. 

We  request  that  we  do  not  need  any  special  grant  for  this. 
Accordingly  on  the  basis  of  population  statistics,  Banjaras  constitute 
5  to  6  crores.  One  fifteenth  of  the  total  amount  Rs.  40,0007-  to 
50,0007-  crores  earmarked  for  eradicating  illiteracy  in  9th  Five  Year 
Plan  is  Rs.  2,666  to  3,  335  crores,  If  this  is  done  illiteracy  will  be 
totally  removed  from  this  community  by  the  end  of  9th  Five  Year 
Plan. 

If  it  is  not  done,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  us  to  remove 
illiteracy  from  Indian  population.  Because  1715th  share  of  the 
population  will  remain  still  illiterates.  The  9th  Five  Year  Plan  will 
not  be  a  successful  one,  If  we  ignore  the  above  aspects. 

To  make  the  programme  a  successful  one  I  suggest  the 
following  important  points. 

1 .  At  National  level  a  separate  division  of  All  India  Radio  should 
be  started  in  Banjara  language. 

2.  To  start  a  field  publicity  department  in  Banjara  language. 

3.  To  start  all  India  TV.  Channel  for  Banjaras. 

4.  To  start  an  university  at  national  level  as  well  as  state  level. 

5.  To  start  teacher  training  institutions  for  Banjara  Educated. 
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6.  Teachers  should  be  appointed  to  Banjara  Thandas  from 
among  Banjara  only.  So  that  they  can  teach  in  their  mother 
tongue  as  well  as  state  and  national  languages.  And  also 
night  school  for  Banjara  Adults. 

7.  I  suggest  that,  for  easy  and  speedy  implementation  of  the 
above  programmes  and  promotion  of  Banjara  language, 
"Barathi  script"  written  and  developed  by  Dr.  Ananthi 
Jebasingh  titled "  Script  for  tribal  languages  for  the  promotion 
of  illiteracy". 

The  Christian  missionaries  are  trying  to  educate  Banjaras 
in  their  Mother  Tongue  in  Bharathi  script  developed  by  Dr.  Ananthi 
Jebasingh.  They  have  published  yearly  calender  with  Biblical 
slogans  on  them,  They  have  also  published  the  Bible  in  Banjara 
language  and  coming  closer  to  their  hearts  to  convert  the  Banjaras 
into  Christianity.  It  is  not  bad  thing,  But  in  political  point  of  view  it  is 
very  dangerous  to  the  country  in  future.  Because  past  history  shows 
the  Real  historical  evidence,  for  this  cause  only  Banjaras  are  behind 
1 ,000  years  (one  thousand  years). 

The  Hon'ble  Minister  may  please  go  through  all  the  points 
and  implements  this  in  the  forth  coming  Five  Year  P'an.  So  that, 
the  Banjaras  of  India  will  be  great  full  to  you  sir.  If  you  consider  our 
cause  in  the  implementation  of  9th  Five  Year  Plan.

He  is  aged  about 
66  years,  well  built  body,  very 
active,  physically  fit  in  all 
respects. 

Family  Background  :  Mr.  Sri 

Ranjit  Pujari  Naik  is  second  son 
of  Late  Pujari  Champla  Naik.  Late 
Champla  Naik  was  very 
popular  in  the  entire  Anantapur 
District  and  even  now  he  is 
remembered  as  one  of  the  Reformist  and  pioneer  in  giving 
education  to  the  Banj'ara  Tribe  (Lambadies/Sugalies  which  is  in 
Scheduled  Tribes  list  of  Andhra  Pradesh)  then  Madras  State.  This 
family  has  been  working  in  the  Congress  party  right  from  freedom 
movement  and  that  was  how  Mr.  Ranjit's  father  was  nominated  as 
District  Board  Member  before  the  Independence  of  the  Country. 
This  family  is  well  known,  not  only  to  Andhra  Pradesh  Lambadies 
(Banjaras)  but  also  the  entire  country's  Lambadies.  This  family  is 
known  for  their  sacrifices,  service  and  devotion  for  the  Society. 
Mr.  Ranjit's  father  was  the  first  man  who  started  free  hostel  at 
Penukonda  (Anantapur  District)  for  the  educational  benefit  of 
Banjaras  under  the  blessings  of  Late  Thakkarbapa,  Late  Kalluri 
Subba  Rao,  Sri  N.  Sanjeeva  Reddy,  the  then  Minister  of  State  and 
Sri  Chidambar  Reddy  M.L.C.  Due  to  this  pioneering  work  of  Mr. 
Ranjit's  father,  today  one  can  see  number  of  educated  people 
amongst  Banjaras  (Lambadies/  Sugalies)  in  Anantapur  District. 

This  is  one  of  the  noble  family  from  which  Mr.  Ranjit  hails, 
which  has  brought  social  revolution  in  Banajara  tribe  and 
contributed  great  deal  in  socio,  economic,  educational  and  political 
development  very  particularly  of  Andhra  Pradesh  Banjaras  and  in 
general  Banjaras  of  this  nation. 

Educational  Qualification  :  Mr.  Ranjit  passed  out  his  S.S.L.C. 
from  Penukonda  High  School  in  1952  and  then  joined  Andhra 
Christian  College,  Guntur,  and  did  his  Intermediate  Science.  He 
was  selected  by  the  Advisory  Committee  of  Education  Department, 
Govt.  of  India,  from  the  entire  state  of  Andhra  for  one  seat  reserved 
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in  J.J.  School  of  Art  to  do  the  degree  course  of  5  years  in 
Architecture.  Ranjit  joined  Sir  J.J.  School  of  Art  (one  of  the  best 
school  of  Architecture  in  Asia)  in  1956  and  successfully  completed 
the  degree  course  in  1962  with  the  help  of  handsome  scholarship 
from  Government  of  Andhra  Pradesh.  He  got  his  associate  ship 
with  Indian  Institute  of  Architects  in  1964  (i.e.  AHA)  He  is  having 
licence  to  practice  as  an  architect,  in  Bombay  for  the  last  35  years. 

He  is  Registered  Architect  in  Indian  Council  of  Architects 
under  Govt.  of  India  Act  1 972. 

Through  out  his  educational  career  Mr.  Ranjit  was  brilliant 
Scholar  with  an  intellectual  calibre. 

Professional  Career  :  Mr.  Ranjit  has  been  practising  as  an 
independent  architect  since  he  got  his  degree  in  Architecture  having 
his  head  office  at  Bombay  and  branches  at  Hyderabad,  Bangalore 
and  Anantapur.  Technically  he  is  very  competent  architect  and 
professionally  on  he  has  high  professional  standards  and  ethics, 
And  he  is  first  and  only  qualified  architect  in  the  entire  Banajara 
Tribe  of  this  country. 

Social  Work  :The  entire  family  of  Mr.  Ranjit  is  known  for  their  self 
sacrifice,  service,  devotion  and  social  minded.  In  the  family  Mr. 
Ranjit  is  foremost  and  known  for  his  conviction  for  the  cause  of 
down  trodden  of  this  country. 

As  inherited  from  his  father  that  he  is  reforming  and  doing 
social  work  for  the  cause  of  Banjaras  and  such  weaker  sections 
(Lambadies/Sugalies)  right  from  his  eight  standard  (i.e.  at  the  age 
of  14).  Throughout  his  student  days,  besides  his  studies,  he  has 
been  doing  reformist  work  for  Lambadies.  The  following  are  the 
important  contributions  for  the  cause  of  Banjara  Tribe. 

1 .  When  he  was  in  his  teens  (hardly  1 9  years  old)  he  took  his 
illiterate  father  with  him  and  met  Sarva  Sri  Kaka  Kalelkar's 
Backward  Classes  Commission  during  1954,  presented  a 
memorandum  and  pleaded  for  the  inclusion  of  Banjara 
(Lambadies/  Sugalies)  in  the  list  if  Scheduled  Tribe  with  his 
broken  English  in  the  then  Madras  State.  That  small 
approach  to  Kalelkar's  Commission  along  with  his  only 
associate  Lambadi  social  workers  like  Sri  V.  Gopal  Rao  from 
Guntur  and  B.  Rama  Naikfrom  Chittoor,  brought  an  historical 
event  in  the  life  of  Lambadies  of  present  Andhra  Pradesh 
State  by  including  them  in  the  list  of  Scheduled  Tribes  in  the 
then  Madras  State. 
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2.  Mr.  Ranjit  took  an  active  part  in  organising  Andhra  Pradesh 
Yerukala,  Yanadi  and  Lambadi/Sugali  Conference  at  Guntur 
during  1954.  For  this  conference  Late  B.N.  Datar,  the  then 
Deputy  Home  Minister  graced  the  occasion.. 

3.  Mr.  Ranjit  was  the  main  pillar  behind  in  successfully 
organising  AP.  Banjara  conference  in  1965  by  bringing  Sri 
V.P.Naik  the  then  Chief  Minister  of  Maharastra  State  and 
Sri  K.  Brahmananda  Reddy  garu,  the  Chief  Minister  of 
Andhra  Pradesh.  By  this  conference  Sri  Reddy  came  to 
know  about  the  Banjara  (Lambadi)  population  in  Telangana 
area  and  was  very  much  impressed.  Since  then  he 
repeatedly  recommended  the  case  of  Banjaras  to  Central 
Government  for  the  inclusion  of  Telangana  Lambadies  in 
the  list  if  Scheduled  Tribes  and  at  last  he  saw  to  it  in  getting 
the  same  effected,  now,  as  a  Home  Minister  at  Center. 

4.  Since  1 959  when  he  came  in  contact  with  All  India  Banjara 
Seva  Sangh  and  with  National  leaders  from  Banjara 
community  be  joined  All  India  Sangh  and  became  very  active 
worker  of  the  Sangh. 

5.  He  took  very  active  part  in  4th  All  India  Banjara  Sangh's 
conference  at  Gulbarga  in  1966  where  National  leaders  like 
Sri  Sanjeevaiah  graced  the  occasion.  In  this  conference  Mr. 
Ranjit  was  elected  in  the  Executive  Committee  and  high 
power  committee  of  the  Sangh 

6.  Since  this  4th  conference  of  Banjara  Sangh  Mr.  Ranjit 
became  one  of  the  important  workers  of  all  India  Body  in 
fighting  for  the  cause  of  Banjaras  to  include  them  in 
Scheduled  Tribes  list  in  all  the  states  where  Banjara  are  in 
existence.  He,  very  particularly,  worked  nearly  20  years  for 
the  inclusion  of  Telangana  Banjaras  in  Scheduled  Tribe.  All 
the  records  will  prove  this  fact. 

7.  He  was  one  of  the  very  important  worker  in  successfully 
organising  all  India  Banjara  Sevak  Siber  at  Delhi  during  1 966, 
where  Smt.  Indira  Gandhi  Hon'ble  Prime  Minister 
inaugurated,  Sri  Y.  B.  Chavan  the  then  Defence  Minister 
presided,  Sri  K.  Brahmananda  Reddy  graced  the  occasion. 
Number  of  M.Ps.  V.I.Ps.,  M.L.As  and  foreign  ambassadors 
attended  this  Sibir. 

8.  Mr.  Ranjit  was  instrumental  in  organising  the  1st  General 
Council  meeting  of  Banjaras  during  1968  at  Penukonda 
(District  Anantapur)  and  2nd  at  Bombay  during  May  1976. 
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9.  He  was  in  Drafting  Committee  of  Banjara  Sangh's 
Progressive  Constitution. 

1 0.  He  was  the  member  of  All  India  Banjaras  Study  Team,  who 
toured  the  whole  nation  and  prepared  comprehensive  report 
on  the  condition  of  Banjaras  of  this  country. 

11.  He  was  the  member  of  the  All  India  Banjara  delegates  who 
appeared  before  the  Lokur  High  Power  Committee  (Govt. 
of  India's)  and  pleaded  for  the  inclusion  of  Telangana 
Banjaras  in  Scheduled  Tribes. 

12.  He  was  the  member  of  the  delegate  of  All  India  Banjaras 
who  appeared  before  Parliamentary  Joint  Select  Committee 
under  the  Chairmanship  of  Anil  Kumar  Chanda  during  1969. 

1 3.  He  was  specially  invited  on  behalf  of  All  India  Banjara  Seva 
Sangh  to  participate  in  Internal  Gypsy  (Roma)  Festival  at 
Chandigarh  in  March  1976. 

14.  He  is  very  popular  amongst  the  Gypsies  of  the  World  and 
his  photo  with  note  has  appeared  in  Yugoslavakian  and 
Scandinavian  countries.  He  is  offered  the  Vice-President 
ship  of  International  Gypsy  Council.  Very  soon  he  will  be 
elected  for  this  position. 

1 5.  Mr.  Ranjit  is  the  pioneer  in  literary  movement  of  this  country's 
Banjaras  and  reconstructor  of  the  history  of  five  crore 
Banjaras  of  this  country.  He  is  the  1st  person  to  publish  one 
fortnightly  in  Telugu  from  Andhra  Pradesh  and  another 
fortnightly  for  all  India  circulation  in  our  national  language 
Hindi  with  a  title  'BANJARA'.  This  news  journal  is  creating 
good  sensation  in  the  country  by  uniting  the  Banjaras  of  the 
entire  country  and  educating  them.

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16.  He  is  the  first  man,  who  is  root  cause  for  the  construction  of 
a  most  modern  and  beautiful  colony  of  Banjaras  at  an 
International  City  like  Bombay.  The  photograph  of  the  same 
is  published  in  U.N.O's  Housing  Magazines. 

Besides  the  above  major  events  in  the  Social  Work  of 
Mr.  Ranjit  there  are  hundreds  of  other  small  and  big  events  in  his 
social  life. 

Political  :  Mr.  Ranjit  is  politically  very  conscious  right  from  his 
teenage  that  is  how  he  organised  Guntur  city  students  for  the  cause 
of  first  linguistics  of  Andhra  Pradesh  in  1954  -  55. 

He  has  been  working  for  the  congress  party  for  the  last  40 
years  as  an  humble  worker  and  made  entire  Andhra  Pradesh 
Banjaras  to  vote  endblockforthe  Congress.  His  village  has  made 
history  by  voting  hundred  percent  for  the  Congress  party,  at  all 
levels.  He  is  now  very  active  Congress  worker  of  country. 

Conclusion  :  Mr.  Ranjit  Naik  is  well  known  in  National  Socio- 
political arena.  Number  of  State  and  National  leaders  know  him 
personally.  He  is  an  intellectual,  scholarly,  well  read,  well  travelled, 
and  has  been  eye  on  national  structure.  He  has  wide  knowledge 
on  the  country's  problem  and  social  structure.  He  is  sincere  and 
devoted  in  whichever  capacity  he  is  placed.  Patriotic  and  always 
worked  for  the  cause  of  poor  section  of  the  Society.  He  is  socialist 
minded  and  down  right  practical  in  his  approach.  Temperamentally 
he  is  quite  and  talks  less  and  does  more.  He  is  more  a  field  worker 
then  a  Politician.  He  hurts  least  the  other's  feelings.  60%  to  70% 
of  Mr.  Ranjit's  income  from  his  profession  goes  for  his  social  work. 
He  lives  a  very  simple  life  and  does  not  have  any  vices. 

His  wife  Smt.  Chandrakala  Naik  M.A.,  B.Ed.,  is  the  first 
woman  graduate  amongst  the  entire  country's  Banjaras.  She  is 
always  with  Mr.  Ranjit  and  sacrifices  for  his  social  activities. 

He  will  be  a  real  asset  not  only  to  A.P.  but  also  to  the  Nation, 
representing  50  million  Banjaras  if  an  opportunity  is  given  to  him  in 
the  highest  policy  making  forum. 

Mr.  Ranjit  is  wprking  tirelessly  for  the  implementation  of  20 
point  programme  of  Smt.  Indiraji  and  5  Points  Programme  of  Sri 
Sanjay  Gandhi.  He  has  taken  these  programmes  to  every  door 
step  of  Banjaras  of  this  country. 
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National  Scheduled  Castes  &  Scheduled  Tribes

ORGANISATION: 

National  Scheduled  Castes  &  Scheduled  Tribes  Finance  and 
Development  Corporation  (NSFDC)  is  a  fully  owned  Govt.  of  India 
undertaking  under  the  Ministry  of  Welfare  and  is  managed  by  a 
Board  of  Directors  with  representation  from  Central  Government. 
State  level  Channelising  Agencies.  Financial  institutions  and 
eminent  public  recognised  for  their  services  to  SCs  &  STs. 

As  on  September  30, 1995.  NSFDC  had  a  paid  up  capital 
of  Rs.  21477  lakhs  as  against  the  authorised  capital  of  Rs.  30000 
lakhs.  The  functions  of  NSFDC  are  grouped  into  Projects.  Finance 
and  Personnel  &  Administration. 

OBJECTIVES: 

NSFDC  is  the  apex  institution  for  financing  facilitating  and 
promoting  the  economic  development  activities  of  SCs  and  STs. 

OPERATIONS: 

1.  Financing  income  generating  economic  development 
activities  of  SCs  and  STs  through  the  State  level  channelising 
agencies  and  other  recognised  institutions. 

2.  Providing  advisory  services  to  SCs  and  STs  and  the  State 
-channelising  agencies. 

3.  Providing  grants  for  skill  development  programmes  operated 
by  State  Channelising  Agervcies  and.  Non-Governmental 
Organisations.  Also  upgrading  skills  of  officers  of  state  level 
channelising  agencies  through  periodic  training  programmes. 

4.  As  a  National  level  apex  institution,  coordinates  the  working 
of  other  institutions  and  agencies  engaged  in  the  economic 
development  of  SCs  and  STs. 

5.  Operates  as  a  Nodal  Agency  for  the  Ministry  of  Welfare. 
Govt.  of  India  with  regard  to  economic  development  of  SCs  and 
STs. 
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ELIGIBILITY  CRITERIA: 

1.  The  beneficiary  should  be  an  SC  or  ST  or  a  Cooperative 
Society  or  a  legally  constituted  association,  firm  promoted  by 
members  of  SCs  &  STs. 

2.  Annual  family  income  of  the  beneficiary/members  of 
Cooperative  Society  or  other  Constitution  should  not  exceed  double 
the  poverty  line  limit  (Rs.22,000/-  for  rural  areas  and  Rs.  23,7007- 
for  urban  areas). 

FINANCING  PROGRAMMES: 
I.        Term  Loan: 

1 .  Term  Loan  assistance  is  considered  for  projects  costing  up 
to  Rs.  30  lakhs  only.

5.        Term  Loan  is  to  be  repaid  in  quarterly/half  yearly/  annual 

installments  as  the  case  may  be  within  a  maximum  period  of  10 

years  including  suitable  moratorium  period. 
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II.  Seed  Capital: 

1.  Seed  Capital  assistance  is  provided  to  entrepreneurs 
availing  term  loan  from  State  Financial  Corporations  (SFCs)/other 
financial  institutions  but  not  able  to  bring  in  their  share  of  equity 
stipulated  by  the  term  lending  institutions. 

2.  Seed  Capital  assistance  is  to  meet  the  gap  in  the  equity 
stipulated  by  the  term  lending  institutions  as  per  their  norm  of  debt 
equity  ratio. 

3.  The  entrepreneur  is  to  bring  in  a  minimum  of  20%  of  the 
equity. 

4.  NSFDC  may  provide  Seed  Capital  assistance  up  to  80%  equity 
or  Rs.  30  lakhs  whichever  is  minimum  per  unit/profit  centre. 

5.  Seed  Capital  assistance  is  free  of  interest  but  the 
channelising  agencies  will  levy  a  service  charge  of  1  %  p.a.  from 
the  beneficiaries  and  pay  0.75%  p.a.  to  NSFDC. 

6.  Seed  Capital  is  to  be  repaid  within  a  maximum  period  of  7 
years  from  the  date  of  first  disbursement,    inclusive  of  suitable 
moratorium.    In  cases  where  Seed  Capital  assistance  remains 
unpaid  beyond  7  years.  The  same  shall  be  converted  into  term 
loan  at  the  expiry  of  7th  year  at  an  interest  applicable  to  NSFDC 
term  loan  and  shall  be  paid  within  3  years  in  quarterly  installments 
from  the  date  of  conversion  into  term  loan. 

7.  Projects  considered  for  Seed  Capital  assistance  shall  not 
be  eligible  for  any  other  financial  assistance  from  NSFDC. 

III.  Bridge  Loan: 

1 .  Bridge  Loan  may  be  provided  against  investment  subsidy 
sanctioned  or  any  other  source  of  funds  sanctioned  by  any 
recognised  agencies  for  projects  costing  up  to  Rs.  30  lakhs;  but 
not  disbursable  within  implementation  period  of  the  project. 

2.  Interest  rates  on  bridge  loan  is  as  per  NSFDC  term  loan 
interest  rates. 

3".  Subsidy  or  other  sources  of  funds  sanctioning  agency  should 
assure  to  release  the  funds  direct  to  NSFDC  or  its  State  level 
channelising  agencies;  within  a  maximum  period  of  2  years  from 
the  date  of  first  release  of  bridge  loan  by  NSFDC. 

IV.  Working  Capital  Loan: 

1 .  For  projects/units  costing  up  to  Rs.  3  lakhs,  entire  Working 
Capital  may  be  taken  as  part  of  project  cost. 
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2.  For  projects/units  with  cost  exceeding  Rs.  3  lakhs  and  up  to 
Rs.  30  lakhs,  Working  Capital  margin  alone  be  considered  as  part 
of  project  cost. 

3.  NSFDC  may  consider  to  provide  Working  Capital  loan  on 
specific  request. 

4.  Channelising  agencies  shall  charge  10%  p.a.  interest  from 
the  beneficiaries  and  pay  8%  p.a.  to  NSFDC. 

5.  Channelising  agencies  and  promoters  shall  ensure  for  take 
over  the  Working  Capital  loan  by  banks/financial  institutions  or 
from  other  sources  within  3  years  from  the  date  of  first  disbursement 
of  Working  Capital  loan  by  NSFDC  and  all  dues  on  this  account 
should  be  paid  back  to  NSFDC  within  the  last  quarter  of.  the  3rd 
year. 

6.  Working  Capital  loan  would  be  considered  only  for  projects 
availing  term  loan  from  NSFDC. 

V.  Grant  for  Skills  &  Entrepreneurial   Development 
Programmes: 

1 .  Financial  assistance  in  the  form  of  grant  is  provided  to  the 
channelising  agencies  and  NGOs  for  imparting  skills  and 
entrepreneurial  development  training  to  SCs  and  STs. 

2.  Financial  grant  is  to  cover  up  to  85%  of  the  recurring 
expenditure  of  the  training  programmes. 

3.  The  proposals  for  grants  should  necessarily  indicate 
placement/self  employment  opportunities  to  the  beneficiaries  after 
training. 

EXECUTIVE  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAMMES  (EDPs) 
FOR  OFFICERS  OF  CHANNELISING  AGENCIES: 

1 .  NSFDC  provides  training  to  the  officers  of  State  level 
channelising  agencies  for  upgradation  of  their  skills  in  project 
identification,  formulation,  appraisal,  implementation,  monitoring 
and  recovery  of  loans. 

2.  State  channelising  agencies  may  seek  the  EDPs 
conducted  for  their  officers  by  NSFDC  at  periodic  intervals. 

3.  NSFDC  provides  faculty  and  course  material  and  all 
other  arrangements  for  EDPs  made  by  channelising  agencies. 

DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS: 

Funds  for  the  sanctioned  projects/schemes  are  released 
by  NSFDC  on  specific  request  from  the  channelising  agencies 
subject  to: 
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1 .  Execution  of  General  Loan  Agreement. 

2.  Execution  of  State  Govt.  Guarantee/Bank  Guarantee. 

3.  Identification  of  beneficiaries  and  approved  as  sets  under 
the  scheme. 

4.  Subsequent  instalment  of  funds  released  on  satisfactory 
utilisation  of  funds  released  earlier. 

FUNDS  UTILISATION: 

1 .  State  Channelising  Agencies  are  to  utilise  funds  provided 
by  NSFDC  within  90  days  of  its  release. 

2.  NSFDC  funds  released  to  the  beneficiaries  or  advanced 
towards  procurement  of  assets  under  the  projects  by  the 
channelising  agencies  shall  alone  be  considered  as  funds  utilised. 

3.  NSFDC  funds  remaining  unutilised  by  channelising  agencies 
will  attract  interest  at  10%  p.a. 

4.  NSFDC  funds  returned  unutilised  by  the  channelising 
agencies.  Even  within  90  days  shall  attract  interest  at  10%  p.a. 

5.  In  no  case  the  higher  rate  of  interest  charged  will  be  levied 
subsequently  by  the  channelising  agencies  from  the  beneficiaries. 

LIQUIDITY  DAMAGES  ON  DEFAULTED  PAYMENTS: 

1.  NSFDC  seed  capital  assistance  other  loans  and  interest 
thereon  are  to  be  paid  as  per  repayment  schedules. 

2.  Defaulted  repayments  shall  attract  liquidity  damages  at  4% 
p.a.  over  and  above  normal  interest  rate  and  service  charges 
applicable  on  dues. 

SECURITY: 

1.  Channelising  agencies  shall  provide  State  Government 
guarantee/bank  guarantee  to  NSFDC  for  the  funds  sanctioned  to 
them. 

2.  For  seed  capital  assistance  provided  through  SFCs,  security 
shall  be  the  same  as  stipulated  by  SFCs  for  their  term  loan. 

3.  Channelising  agencies  may  endeavour  to  provide  block 
guarantee  from  State  Govts.  to  cover  their  funds  requirement  from 
NSFDC  for  2  to  3  years:  to  avoid  repetitive  work  in  seeking  project 
wise  State  Government  guarantee. 

PROCEDURE  FOR  AVAILING  ASSISTANCE: 

1.        Submit  proposed  project  reports  in  NSFDC  application 
formats  to  the  State  Channelising  Agencies. 
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2.  NSFDC  formats  I,  II  and  III  for  furnishing  projects  details 
are  available  with  State  Channelising  Agencies  and  NSFDC 
representative  Offices. 

3.  State  Channelising  Agencies  may  recommend  the  proposal 
to  NSFDC  subject  to  the  beneficiaries  fulfilling  the  eligibility  criteria 
and  the  channelising  agencies  willing  to: 

implement  the  schemes  as  sanctioned  by  NSFDC. 

provide  their  share  of  financial  assistance  and  sub- 
sidy as  applicable. 

(iii)  monitor  the  project  implementation  and  repay  the 
loan. 

(iv)  provide  state  Government  guarantee/Bank  guaran- 
tee towards  the  assistance  sought  from  NSFDC. 

FUNDS  ALLOCATION  TO  CHANNELISING  AGENCIES: 

1.  Funds  mobilised  in  each  year  by  NSFDC  is  notionally 
allocated  to  channelising  agencies  in  the  States  in  proportion  to 
the  SC  and  ST  population  of  the  country  represented  by  them. 

2.  Within  the  above  allocation.  Funds  are  further  allocated  as 
detailed  below: 

(i)     for  projects/units  costing  up  to  Rs.  5  lakhs        75% 

(ii)    For  projects/units  costing  above  Rs.  5  lakhs. 

inclusive  of  seed  capital  assistance  25% 

3.  Funds  earmarked  under  (i)  above  may  be  made  to  flow 
fpllows: 

(i)     Educated  unemployed/  underemployed 

beneficiaries  50% 

(ii)    Scavengers  &  their  dependents 

(till  the  NSS  period)  10% 

(iii)   Women  beneficiaries  1 0% 

(v)    Others  30% 

GENERAL: 

1 .  NSFDC  eligibility  criteria  for  providing  financial  assistance 
is  applicable  in  all  cases. 

2.  Where  a  scheme  contains  identical  projects/Units/  profit  cen- 
tres. Exposure  of  NSFDC  will  be  limited  to  Rs.  150  lakhs  per 
scheme. 
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3.  For  the  schemes  from  cooperative  societies.   Companies 
and  other  forms  of  legally  constituted  firms,  associations,  etc.  quan- 
tum of  financial  assistance  depends  on  their  paid  up  capital  bor- 
rowing limits  and  past  performance. 

4.  In  case  of  Cooperative  Societies.    Companies  and  other 
forms  of  legally  constituted  firms,  cost  of  project/unit/profit  centre 
is  decided  based  on  whether  the  ownership  of  the  assets  rest  with 
the  members  of  the  society  of  with  the  society. 

5.  The  State  Channelising  Agencies  are  to  provide  their  share 
of  assistance  and  subsidy  as  per  their  schemes. 

6.  Those  who  own  the  assets  under  NSFDC  assistance  alone 
are  considered  as  beneficiaries.  The  proposals  from  channelising 
agencies  should  specifically  indicate  the  number  of  SCs  and  STs 
separately. 

7.  The  guidelines  are  effective  from  October  1 . 1 995. 

8.  In  case  of  any  ambiguity  in  the  guidelines,  decision  of 
NSFDC  is  final.
